It was erected for the fifth lime in the thirteenth century and it has stood sfnce that time- 
even the last construction wus not wilhont mishap, hoxaever, for in /238 fire badly damafjed much of the woodwork and made it necessary to 
reburid part of the then unfinished interior. Norsemen burned io the ground the first Amiens Cathedral in 88t. U was rebuilt hut destroyed 
by hghtrnng '" '0^9 I he next structure was burned in 1107. and the one that replaced il was completely ruined by lightning in 1218 
Uie present cathedral was begun in 1220 and completed late in thai century. The chief treasure of Amiens is a part of the shull of John the 
liaphsl. n IS kept iri the Chapel of St. John the Baptist and shown only at the most important ceremonies. All that remains is the /ronf 
part of the skull inchtding the face. It was first kept in the churches of Asia, from there was removed to Constantinople and thence Io Amiens

• The chief characleristics of the Colosseum are strength and solidity. If is the Amphitheater where the 
Romans held gladiatorial fights, though they later added to the program the slatiglifer of Cnrisliaris oy 
wild OGasIs, affording great anutsenieni for the crowds. The building is oval in sliapo and had four tiers 
of seats surrounding the arena, lohich is about 280 feet long by 160 feet wide. WHien it was dedicated 
in SO A. D. by Emperor Tifus, there was a celebration that lasted almost one hundred days. Five thousand 
wild animals were slaughtered in the arena. It was not until the reign of Justinian in the sixth cen(ur>' 
that the shedding of human blood ended.
